CLEVELAND (June 8, 2007)—The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) today announced the 
appointment of Thomas M. Welsh as associate director for music, effective July 1. Welsh leaves 
Elision Fields Artists Management in San Francisco where he managed composers and performers 
including Terry Riley, Stefano Scodanibbio, Brandon Ross, Harriet Tubman, Matthias Ziegler and 
others. 

In his new position at CMA, Welsh will be responsible for the programming of CMA’s 
nationally acclaimed Western classical music series. 

“T am delighted to join the performing arts staff at this exciting moment in the Museum's 
history, and I look forward to being a part of its world-class programming,” Welsh said. 

For 10 years, Welsh managed the classical music label New Albion Records, where he 
oversaw all matters of production for many of the most highly regarded artists of our time, including 
Terry Riley, Ingram Marshall, Cuarteto Latinoamericano, John Cage, Aaron Jay Kernis, New Century 
Chamber Orchestra and many more. 

“Tom comes with a deep understanding of music's evolution from the 10th to the 21st 
century. Not only does he possess a great passion for music from Bach to Reich, but he also has the 
ability to convey this passion to others. This, I believe, will play an important role in the future of the 
CMA’s venerable music programming.” said Massoud Saidpour, CMA director of performing arts, 
music and film. 

His ongoing relationships with early music specialists like the Ensemble Project Ars Nova or 
American Baroque featuring gambist Roy Whelden illuminates his knowledge of the past and present 
in composed music. Welsh has written extensively about music, from print publications to online 
magazines and newsletters to a book forthcoming on University of California Press. He has been a 
guest on numerous panels and conferences internationally. 

In addition, he has regularly pursued complementary activities in the lively arts such as 


producing festivals and events in the Bay Area. Welsh brings a wide range of well-established 


contacts in the classical and new music field, including recording companies, musicians, management 
and agencies and international media.
